Nix's wife. Witness looked out of the 
window and saw the store on fire. It 
was out of the question to save the 
siore as if was nearly all burned then. 
There was some $200 or $300 of store 
money in the store on the night of the 
fire, which was kept by Leslie himself. 
There was also some other money as 
Lesiie was secretary-treasurer of the 
schoo] district. The small money was 
kept on a shelf in a card-board box. 
Leslie usually kept his money in his 
inside vest pocket. Leslie also carried 
a silver watch and chain, and carried 
his money in a pocket-book. There 
were two watches in the store, hang- 
fing on the wall. One was a gold one 
belonging to Leslie, the other was a 
cheap one which he had for sale.

London, Feb. 19.—The opening of the 
first session of the second Parliament 
of the reign of King Edward VII. takes 
place tomorrow afternoon. Since His 
Majesty ascended the throne he has 
personally opened each of the six ses- 
sions of Parliament, adding much to 
that ceremonious occasion, Tomorrow's 
event has added interest in that it is 
the first new Parliament to be op- 
ened by the King and politically be- 
cause of the great change which has 
come over the opinions of the people.

Extensive Immigration Program 


F. T. Fisher. secretary of the board 


of trade, returned on Saturday evening 
from Winnipeg, where he went to at- 
tend the annual convention of the 
Western Canada Immigration Associa- 
tion. Mr Fisher reports that the As- 
sociation had a most successful conven- 
tion. There were about fifty delegates 
present, representative of almost every 
city and town of any consequence in 
the west. The Winnipeg wholesalers 
were hardly as well represented as 
might have been wished for, but this 
Was on account cf the fact that it was 
@ particularly busy week with them, 
the town being fuli of curlers, a great 


many of whom were customers of the 
wholesalers, and whose demands took 
up a great deal of the merchants’ time. 

The financial standing of the As- 
sociation, as shown by Secretary Knap- 
pen’s report, is very good. There is 
a balance of some $10,000 on hand, and 
the secretary has promises of close to 
$40,006 which will come in during the 
next few months. The program which 
the gccrviary has outlined {.r the next 
two years will cost approximately $50,- 
000 and calls for bringing the best 
newspaper men on thr continent of 


America into the country during the 
next two years. 


G. T. P. Survey Into Strathcona 


The Strathcona Chronic!e is authority 
for the news that ‘the Government in- 


specting engineer, in company with the 
G. T. P. engineer passed over the G. 
T. P. line into Strathcona nearly a 
week ago.’’ The Chronicle says: 

“On the very besi authority we learn 
that the line through Strathcona to the 
proposed high level bridge has been 
worked out in ail its detail by these 
engineers, even to locating road 
crossings and measuring hcuses and 
barns for the purpose of estimating 
the. cost of removal off the right of 
way, but not one bit of work has been 


done wpon the portion towards the 
Clover Bar Crossing. The en- 
gineers camped in the vicinity of 


Cooking or Hastings Lake are the au- 
thority for the statement that this said 
party is the final locating party. 
“Without being unduly optimistic we 
are prepared to state on very good 
evidence as authority that the G. T. 
Pp. will come through Strathcona and 


cross over the proposed high level 
bridge; further, that the final survey 
has been made and inspected both for 
the Government and the company.” 

Commenting on this editorially the 
same paper says, “The G. T. P. sur- 
veyors were taking the angies near 
the C. P. R. station on Saturday last, 
which would indicate that they have 
received instructions to plan out a 
common running route through the 
town with the C. P. R. From this it 
is reasonable to suppose that the C. 
P. R. and the G. T. P. are contem- 
plating a union station in Strathcona 
and a partnership in the high level 
bridge across the Saskatchewan. In 
that case Strathcona will become of ad- 
ditional importance as a railway cen- 
tre, and the passengers and mail trains 
of these two large transcontinental 
systems will just remain long enough 
in Edmonton to take up passengers and 
mail before pushing on to their west- 
ern terminal poinis.

Buda-Pest, Feb. 19.—Possible conse- 
quences of the dissoiution of the Hun- 
garian Diet by the Crown, which is set 
for today serve to arouse certain 
feelings of fear both here and in Vien- 
na that an act in the constitutional 
drama will then be played in the Hun- 
garian capital which may bring vio- 
lence and bloodshed. If the members 
of Parliament refuse to ooey the royal 
rescript re dissolving the body the on- 
ly recourse left to the crown is to 
clear the house by force of arms. Ii 
is not known yet in what manner the 
various parties composing the coalition 
will accept the dossolution. Some re- 
ports are that they will lodge a un- 
ited protest against it and others that 
each component parity will be allowed 
to decide for itself. A meeting is to be 
held, however, to settle on some course. 

The members of the present chamber 
of deputies were elected a year ago, 
but owing to the constant conflict be- 
tween the crown and the parliamentary 
Opposition the house has practically 
been without functions.

WEST END BUSINESS BLOCK 


Second Street Block Belonging to R. Lee Partly Des- 
troyed--Loss on Building and Contents About 
$10,000 


At an early hour Sunday morning 
fire broke out in the premises occupied 
by the Cameron Co., Limited., on Se- 
cond street and almost completely de- 
stroyed the building belonging to Robt. 
Lee besides wiping out the stock ofthe 
Cameron Co., doing damage to the ex- 
tent of $600 to goods stored on the se- 
cond flat and implicting lighter losses 
on the Edmonton pantorium, J. F. 
Vianvelt, tailor, and a Chinese tenant 
of one of the stores. 


This morning at about the same 
hour Fire Chief Wilson went back to 
inspect the premises and found the fire 
blazing up again, necessitating a sec- 
ond call to the scene. 

The origin of the fire has proved a 
mystery to the fire department, but 
when first noticed it was burning 
fiercely in the rear end of the Cam- 
eron premises. Th efire was discover- 
ed slmost simultaneously by a small 
boy passing along the street and by 
Mr. Vianvelt, the tailor, who sleeps in 
the rear of his tailor shop. The fire 
had already made considerable headway 
and although the firemen answered the 


call promply, the building was almost ! 


practically gutted before they arrived 
on the scene. Three streams were ap- 
plied from the city mains, the fire 
engine not being used. The large 
quantity of paints and oils stored by 
the Cameron Co. on the second flat 
made a very bad fire for nearly an 
hour, cans and barrels bursting and the 
contents going up with a flare. that 
looked like a fire works display. Time 
and again the firemen thought they had 
the fire confined to some particular 
section of the building; when without 
warning it would break out again 


amcng the highly inflamable material 
and they would have tc start ail over 


again. By the time the fire was final-_ 


ly gotten under controi the damage 
was complete to the Cameron stock and 
almost everything else in the building 
and storehouse was gutted from end to 
end. 

The fire this morning was not a very 
serious affair, Chief wilson and a 
couple of men from the hall being able 
to handle it with one stream. 

The loss entailed by the fire will pro- 
bably run over $10,009. A. W. Cam- 
eron of the Cameron Co., estimates his 
loss in goods at $5,000 with only $1,000 
insurance. Goods to the extent of $600, 
belonging to Reed’s Bazaar, on which 
there was no insurance, were destroyed 
and the damage to the other tenants 
and to the building would bring it near 
to the figures indicated. 

Robt. Lee, owner of the building, 
stated this morning that he was as yet 
undecided. what about re-building. 
The building has only been standing 
about ten months, having been built 
last spring at a cost of $2,500. There 
was $1,500 insurance or it.

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LOCAL IMPROVEMENT 
COUNCEL. 
(Contributed,) 

The Couneil of Local Imp. Dis. 
No, 27, S. 4, met on Saturday the 
10th ef February,.at the Fire 
Hall, Edmonton. The following 
were in attendance; Councillors 
Allen, Hogan, Ball, Simpson, 
McEachern, Maloney and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Hogan. 

The meeting was opened with 
the minutes of the last meeting. 
It was then moved by J. B. Mc- 
Rachern, seconded by E. Hogan, 
that the minutes be adopted. 
Carried. 

The whole cf the forenoon ses- 
sion and part of the afternoon was 
spent in considermg amendments 
which should be added to the 
Local Improvement Ordinance. 
The discussion fram time to time 
was animated and munch interest 
was shown throughout, not only 
hy the council, but by several 
ratepayers as well. Jt was finally 
agreed that a committee consist- 
ing of Councillors Allen, Simpson 
and Maloney should interview 
j the Government when in session, 
'and endeavor to get the following 
amendments added to the present 
Local Improvement Ordinance. 

| Section 25 (a) be amended 
by substituting “Second Satur- 
day” for “Second Monday,” an} 
that the clause be further amend- 
ed by setting the huurs of election 
between 2 and 4 p.m. instead of 
from 10 to 12. 3 

2 Section 40 be amended by 

striking out the words (a) “givea’ 
(b) “three days” and substitatinz 
“mailed” for the former and “one 
| week” for the latter. 
3 In the last clause of section 
| 46 “not more than eight meetiiss * 
should be inserted for “not more 
than six meetings.” 

4 Section 49: The words “fift > 
cents” should read “two dollars.” 
| 5 Section 54: Where the word 
|“‘taxes’” occurs in line five the 
| words “together with interest at 
| LO per cent” should be added. 
| 6 Section 565: The system of 
| hearing appeals as outlined in 
this section should be abolished, 
and instead authority should be 
vested in the council to hold a 
special session to hear and decide 
appeals against assessment. 

Several petitions requesting the 
Government to make 
ments in different parts of the dis- 
trict were presented and approv- 
ed by the council. They are 
follows: 

(1) Hogan and Maloney: That 
| the government expend an amount

| dition Long Lake Trail between 
| sections 12 and 13; U1 and 14 in 
'Township 53 Range 25.
